INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT AND FORM 

The applicant in the above referenced application is the chief executive 
officer and principal shareholder of a corporation that is a defendant in a patent 
infringement litigation for manufacture of coverlifts according to applicant's U.S. 
Patent Nos. 5,974,599 and 6,158,063. The action, Dimension One Spas, Inc., a 
California Corporation v. Coverplay, Inc., an Oregon corporation, in the Southern 
District of California, Civil Action 03 CV 1199L JFS, alleges infringement of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,131,102. 

During research on the validity of U.S. Patent No. 5,131,102, certain price 
art references were located that are pertinent to the fields of hinged spa covers 
and spa cover lifts. In addition to the references listed in applicant's parent 



application, Serial No. 10/071,746, filed February 8, 2003, now U.S. Patent No. 
6,634,036, and the background references of Salley, et al., U.S. Patent No. 
5,131,102, and Perry, U.S. Patent No. 4,857,374, the newly cited references disclose 
the structure, including the internal structure of folding spa covers generally 
relevant to applicant's application. The three newly listed publication 
advertisements were cited as references in Christopher, U.S. Patent No. 5,086,525 
and are deemed the most pertinent of the six Christopher publication references. 
Copies of the newly cited references not listed in parent patent No. 6,634,036 are 
provided. 
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
